The Sub-Comittes has substentially completed its review 
of existing systems. These heave been found to vary widely 
in objectives, techniques and level of service effarded 
users. 


The Sub-Committee has not yet examined in any deteil the 
many proposed processing systezs based on equipment now 
at the leboretory stuge of research and development. 
Eowsver, a syotean know as Biniceard vhich utilizes film 
and electronic coutvols to store and retrieve information 
now appears certain to receive extensive testing and 
application in some of the IAC agencies. Its practical 
epplication appears 3 - 5 years auny. 


Under theese circumstances the Sub-Committee conaiders as 
usetvl inmedtate projects: 


1) programs to familiarize the intelligence commmity 
with Hinicard, including subject coding of documents 
and film maregenment. 


2) exploration of interim mesaureg to promote econony 
ami efficiency in present IAC document systems. 


The Sub-Committee Propeses to continue its long-range study 
of document handling systems and releted projects. 
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
